The United States today offered to supp

MAY 


ABOLISH’. 
LIFE SENTENCE | 


Wellington, Doc. 16. 
Sentcnces. of life imprisonment will, with few exceptions, be 
abolished in New Zealand if, following the change of 


‘Government, the new Crimes Bill is con 


Parliament as originally planned. 


The Bill, the outcome of the 
first comprehensive review of 
the criminal law In 60 years, 
was introduced by the Natlonal 
Government shortly before Par- 
llament went Into ‘recess in 
October. 

Among othor things, the new 
bill would abolish fe imprison- 
ment, formerly applicable to 50 
crimes, and substitute sentences 
of 14 yenrs’' imprisonment or 
less. Life imprisonment, which’ 
is still not defined, would be 
retained only in cases where 
fhe death penalty has been 
commuted, olthough there is 
stilt provislon for unlimited pre- 
ventlve detention, which can 
mean a life sentence, for a 
second serious sexual offence. 


’ Discussed 


If the new Parllament passes 
the Bill, it will come into force 
on January 1, 1059. 5 

When he introduced the Bill 
In the old ParlHament, the thon 
Minister of Justice, Mr Jack 
Marshall, sald that there would 
be tlme for It to be openly dis- 
cussed and ..subjected to the 
close scrutiny of the judiciary 
and the fegal profession before 
it came before the House of 
Representatives again acxt year, 

The bill has been in the plan- 
ning steges for so many years 
and has already been subject to 
50 much expert opinion that it is 
unlikely now to arouse much 
criticism from cither side of the 
House. The presa has generally 
welecmed the measure, with 
reservations on the more lenient 
penaltics for crimes against 
property, 

One of the purposes of the 
Bill js to restore 2 more modem 
balance between the penalties 
for offences against the person 
and the penalties for offences 
cgninst . property. Thus, the 
maximum penalties for such 
crimes ns theft and robbery arc 
in general reduced, because 
they are not regarded in quite 
the same severe light today as 
they: were In the nineteenth 
century, when property had a 
more elevated status.

Chinese banking circles here said this 
morning they. knew of no larger scale. 
“official” transfers of Chinese capital 
from troubled Indonesia to Hongkong 
during the past fortnight. 


However, they felt sure that 
some moncy belonging to 
Chinese living in Indonesia did 
find Its way to the Colony and 
Singapore and perhaps other 
places through the blackmarket. 

A News agency reporied this 
morning that Chinese in Sumatra 
were transferring ¢cplital and 
property to the Colony and 
Singapore. 

But, one banker sald, such a 
flow of money wis 50 small that 
it would have little effect on 
economic conditions In  In- 
donesia, 

One banker, whose establish- 
-sment has many dealings with 
beth Dutch and = Indonesian 
concerns, said his bank did little 
or hardly any large scale trans- 
fers of capital. 

He explained that firstly, the 
Indonesian Government would 
certainly uot pennit any exodus 
of capital from the country and 
secondly, there was not suffi- 
elent foreign exchange to mect 
the transfers.
